In spite of a lowered tax rate, 
the town has collected more taxes 
so far this year than for the same 

period last year, N. L. Mathews, 

K.C., clerk, treasurer and solici- 
tor, reported to the town council 
on Monday evening. 

"Taxes collected amount to 
$82,623.75," Mr. Mathews said. 
"We must bear in mind that the 
tax rate was two mills lower, 
which would make a $4,600 dif- 
ference in revenues. Also a num- 
ber of local improvement taxes 
are off this year, which would 
make a difference of $1,500. That 
is a total of $0,000. 

"Vet our collections at this 
time last year were only $82,345. 
So that we are $300 ahead of last 
year. 

"We have collected $23,468 in 
tax arrears so far this year, com* 
pared with $19,000 last year." 

Members of the council ex- 
pressed satisfaction. 

"Looks like a good finance com- 
mittee," laughingly commented 
Deputy-Reeve Joseph Vale. 

"Oh, oh," said other councillors, 
not members of the committee.

An interesting scries of historic 
reminiscences surrounded play in 
the 30th Canadian open golf 
tournament at St. Andrew's Golf 
Club, Toronto, this year.

Some idea of the antiquity of 
the edifice, which stands on a 
hill overlooking a large stretch 
of country, mny be gleaned from 
the fnct that the largest Anglican 
church In Toronto today, St. 
Paul's, Bloor St., was originally 
established as a mission of St, 
John's, which lies about five 
miles north of it as the crow flies. 
What is now the city of Toronto 
did not extend more than a mile 
back from the bay, and at tho

"The Aurora co-operative start- 
ed a produce department over a 
year ago ond is now handling 
thousands of dollars worth of 
dressed poultry, eggs and other 
produce. The manager of the 
produce department haa Just re- 
ported that he needs two tons of 
chickens to fill one order alone. 

"All produco is handled at 
highest market prices and the net 
profits mode on the sale of tho 
goods are returned to the produc- 
ers in proportion to their sales of 
produco. For example, ungraded 
eggs are received and they aro 
candled and graded according to 
government standards and the 
producer Is paid tho market price 
quoted In the Globe and Mall on 
the day the eggs are received. 
(Produce is paid for In cash. It 
Is not necessary to toko tho value 
out in trade). Then every six 
months tho not profits are distri- 
buted to the producer as a per- 
centage of his sales through the 
department, just as the nut profits 
made on tho goods ho buys aro 
distributed to him as a percentage 
on his purchases. 

"Ever since tho Aurora co-op- 
erative started handling produco 
21 j per cent has been returned to 
members on sales as well as on 
purchases. If a farmer sells S200 
worth of produco ho receives 
back $5 In patronage dividends. If 
ho spends that much for supplies 
he gets another $5 In dividends 
on his purchases. Putting it an- 
other way, when eggs arc 40 cents 
per dozen tho patronage dividend 
of 2</j per cent Is equivalent to nn 
extra ono cent per dozen. Ono 
producer In Aurora selling chick- 
ens olono recoived In dividends 
on his sales tho equivalent of $10 
per month extra returns, 

"Tho same service now being 
given to Aurora members will bo 
extended to producers In tho 
Nowmarkot district. Tho business 
will bo operated under the samo 
supervision and direction, 

'The basis of membership Is tho l 
snmo whether you wish to sell 
produce or buy groceries and sup- 

flies. You Just pay n membership 
co of $1, which makes you a 
membor for all time. No othor In- 
vestment is necessary.

"Water, water everywhere, and 
not a drop to drink." 

The town engineer, W. B. Red- 
fern, reported abundant water 

supplies In several directions out- 
side of the town In a report to 

the town council on Monday eve- 
ning. 

"We made a test of the Bogart- 
town stream near the pump-house 
last week and we found a mit- 
lion gallons of water," Mr. Red- 
fern said. "It is spring-fed and 
swift flowing. I suppose It has 
a fall of 200 feet before it reaches 
Newmarket. 

"I vvon't stress that too much, 
for I think I have seen something 
better. I will mention Black 
Creek in Cedar Valley. There is 
upward of a million gallons. It 
is a spring-fed supply, five miles 
east of town. It is beautiful clean 
water. I imagine tho mill-site is 
200 feel above Newmarket. 

"In company with Councillor 
George Williams, who was good 
enough to accompany me, I 
found some interesting things 
around the country. 

"On the property of Ben 
Howard, a mile and a quarter 
north of Newmarket, there is an 
artesian well 163 feet deep, with 
a wonderful flow. On the farm 
of D, N. Kenny, two miles north 
of town, there is a 190-foot arte- 
sian well, a two-inch shaft re- 
duced to one and a half inches. 
It is producing 35 or 40 gallons 
.t minute, more than Mr. 
Howard's well. He said that the 
well ends up in coarse gravel. 

"Further north, Mr. Andrews 
has ouite a number of springs on 
his farm. He had cold, clear 
water. The farm is saturated 
with water. At Holland Landing 
there arc several artesian wells. 
It looks like a good underground 
water supply in that direction. 

"I would like to get samples 
taken. I would suggest thot a 
lommittcc of the council go tip 
and inspect these properties."

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NEWMARKErS ANNIVERSARY 

Lest the event pass unnoticed, may we call 
attention to the incorporation of Newmarket as a 
village 60 years ago. The act was passed in 1857 
and became effective in January, 1858. Naturally, 
there were opponents of such a proposal and "The 
New Era" was carrying on a campaign in favor 
of incorporation. An editorial of Feb. 6, 1857, 
gives some interesting information. Newmarket's 
contribution to the township of Whitchurch's 
treasury for the year 1857 was estimated as fol- 
lows: township tax, 15 pounds; tavern and store 
licenses, 100 pounds; auctioneers* licenses, 2 
pounds 10 shillings; show licenses, fines, etc., 7 

pounds 10 shillings; total 125 pounds. "To this 
must be added about 70 pounds, now raised and 
expended in the village as statute labor money—' 
making a total of 195 pounds." 

Population 

Prospective expenditures were listed as: council- 
lors' services, 7 pounds 10 shillings; clerk and 
treasurer, 7 pounds 10 shillings; assessor, 2 pounds 
10 shillings; collector, 2 pounds; auditors, 10 shil- 
lings; total 20 pounds. "This would give us, there- 
fore, at our present ratio of taxes about $700 to 
spend in improvements." Apparently both money 
systems were commonly used. A canvass of the 
village by the incorporation committee resulted as 
follows; total population^ 1,150; heads of families 
and freeholders favorable, 170; opposed and unde- 
cided. 13.

Campbeil,who did not win a seat, has been sworn 
in as minister of public works, and will have a 
seat given him. Mr. Campbell resigned a federal 
seat to run for the Ontario legislature, and no 

doubt there was an understanding that he would 
receive a cabinet post, win or lose. 



WEEKLIES ARE CLOSEST 

The Canadian Statesman, Bowmanville, attri- 
butes a substantial part of Mr. Hepburn's victory 
to the advertising campaign carried on by the 
Liberal party in the weekly press of the province. 
George James, editor of the Statesman, is presi- 
dent of the Canadian Weekly Newspapers Associa- 
tion. The Statesman says: ''There are some 200 
weeklies in the province, and practically every 
one, regardless of political leanings, was used in 
the schedule. There is no doubl that the weekly 
newspaper has the confidence of its readers and 
thus comes closer to the rural and small urban 
dweller than any other medium. The people liv- 
ing outside of the great cities are a thinking 
people, because they have less to distract them, 
and can give thoughtful study of the issues. Elec- 
tion addresses over the radio, at best, only receive 
spotty coverage, as well as only making a momen- 
tary impression. The addresses are soon forgotten 
and the figures are often never grasped. By use 
of advertising lu the weekly press, the Liberal 
party gave the fanner and the town voter an oppor- 
tunity to study the facts at their leisure. They 
were In black and white and their effect was not 
gone as was the case when one listened to an ad- 
dress over the radio."

"You 
can trust Hepburn" to make up his own mind 
promptly, and to change it when he sees fit. 



One Toronto newspaper said that a principal 
reason for additional cabinet appointments was an 
increasing demand for cabinet ministers as 
speakers at public events throughout the province. 
Mr. Hepburn might consider the radio as an answer 
to this demand, having his ministers take turns in 
giving province-wide broadcasts on the affairs of 
their departments.

By Golden Glow 

What a fascination words have 
for us! Now that word "immigra- 
tion", or "migration", as we 
usually say, calls up ail sorts of 
pictures in our minds. 

Twice a year we are conscious 
of migratory hosts of birds going 
and coming, going south in the 
fall and back in the spring. We 
do not understand the instinct 
that prompts even the tiniest of 
small birds to migrate at a special 
time every year, to face all the 
unknown dangers and perils en- 
countered in their long flight, by 
day and by night. What implicit 
confidence they must have in their 
leaders! What superb contempt of 
the elements, and especially of 
man. Year after year, year after 
year, sees the myriad hosts of 
birds in their quest of a warmer 
home in the fall and again back 
to their other home in the north 
in the spring. 

Reams of pootry have been 

written on th$ subject and oxuele 

upon article in magazines and 

Baiters, 5nd yni we are no nuafdr 
the solution; 

The organization of birds for 
their long "trek" is something to 
marvel at. They move as one 
single unit! Did you ever watch 
the flight of starlings? They 

swoop and circle, accelerate or 
retard their speed uniformly, like 
well trained air men putting on 
a sky parade, with no apparent 
commands. I never can get over 
the wonder of it. That, in a small 
way, will explain the annual 
migration to the south in the fall 
and back again next spring, for 
without perfect organization and 
complete obedience of every 
member of the high host, how 
could it be possible? 

When we were children how 
we loved the tales of the stork 
migration in Hans Andersen's 
Fairy Tales. The stork who stands 
On one leg! The stork who builds 
its nest on the roofs beside the 
chimney! The stork with its long 
legs and long pointed beak that 
is supposed to bring the babies 
to their new homes! Their mi- 
grations in the land where they 
live is watched just as keenly as 
we watch for Robin-Redbreast, 
our harbinger of spring! 

Every spring how we fear that 
the glorious white swans will 
allow themselves to be trapped 
by the mighty caturact of Niagara 
Falls!. How we welcome every 
effort made in their behalf to 
keep them from "committing 
suicide!" How delighted we are 
to hear of Jack Miner's bird 
sanctuary and his wild fowl! The 
quaint custom Jack Miner has of 
attaching tags with scripture 
texts, to his feathered friends be- 
fore they leave for their nesting 
places in the far north, is his 
special way of spreading the gos- 
pel; nnd we must admit he has 
met with quite a measure of 
success. 

When the equinoxial storms 
were raging last month, my 
thoughts kept flying to the dif- 
ferent light-houses I know on the 
way south, where the birds must 
pass. It is inevitable that they 
take a heavy toll of the 
the migrating birds, for, 
by the light gleaming through 
storm and the fog, they dash 
themselves headlong into the 
stone of the light-house and die 
by hundreds. 

You may wonder just why I 
am writing again on this subject, 
apart from the fact that it always 
fascinates me every year afresh. 
It was hearing over the radio the 
other day that a COO-ocre sanc- 
tuary has been declared around 
Point Pelee because of nn ibis 
that was seen feeding with other 
migrating fowl, and it was feared 
some hunter's gun would end Its 
flight. Now where could an ibis 
have come from, right here in 
Ontario? It, as you may recall,

Meter Syslcm 

Power rates paid by Aurora 
factories occasioned considerable 
discussion at the session of town 
council held on Monday night. 
An attempt hud been made re- 
cently, Councillor John Stuart 
said, to team the amount of 
power used by the factories. 

"We turned off everything but 
the power," he told the council. 

"We found there was 515 horse 
power being used. We are paid 
for 372 horse power and the town 
pays the difference. I would sug- 
gest putting in meters in the 
lactones. 

■*The town buys power by 
maximum demand and it should 
be .sold on maximum demand. 
This is not being done, and we 
have no way of knowing the 
demand for power," Councillor 
Stuart said. "Last month," he 
slated, "the department had not 
Hindu enough money to cover all 
wages." 

"We are being told, from time 
to time, that there is no one to 
work on the lines," Mayor Bould- 
ing commented. 

"How can we get sufficient 
help when there is no money to 
pay them?" Councillor Stuart 
said. 

"Are we getting our power as 
cheaply as possible?" Councillor 
Lee asked* 

"Wo would be better on hydro," 
Councillor Stuart stated. 

"Let's find out what other 
towns of the same size are paying 
for power," M. L Andrews sug- 
gested. 

"I think it is time to make an 
investigation into the rates paid 
by this and other municipalities," 
Councillor I-ce agreed. 

It was decided that the town 
clerk should write other munici- 
palities of similar size, to learn 
the power rates paid by them.

And there it was, as nice 
a looking box car as ever we've 
seen, affectionately known to 
C.N.R. guardians of rolling stock 
as "C.N, 209100." We once worked 
for a railway long enough to 
learn how solicitous they arc of 

the welfare of their box cars. We 

know that somewhere in a rail- 
way office there's- a clerk who 
would not sleep tonight if any- 
thing wore to go wrong with 
little C.N. 209108. 

Adventures of a Box Car 

But that clerk's concern for the 
car is but a passing thing com- 
pared with the affection thai will 
be bestowed upon it wncn it 
reaches its destination. For C.N. 
201)101! will be unloaded, some 
1,500 miles to westward, by men 
who had little to offer their chil- 
dren this winter except a prayer. 

The car will be opened by 
those who have spent the past 
eight years in plowing the wind 
and reaping Saskatchewan's cy- 
clones . . . men who have noth- 
ing on their farms but a mort- 
gage. It will be a new experience 
for some of them . . . the first 
time they've taken anything out 
of a box car that did not have a 
lien note attached 

East Is West 

"East is cast, and west is' west— 
thank goodness!" is a saying 
we've heard on both sides of 
Fort William. The western 
farmer has looked upon the east- 
erner as a mortgagee — a mort- 
gagee who cared little that a note 
signed when wheat was $1.50 had 
to be paid when wheat sold for 
55 cents*. 

The easterner has sometimes 
seen in the western farmer a 
ne'er-do-well \\U\o in times ojf 
good harvest spent the winter in 
California, ami who acted in a 

most unbusinesslike manner 
when times were bad. 

Both views are distorted. After 
spending the first 25 years of our 
life in the west, we had to come 
east to learn what westerners did 
in the winter. We wero surprised! 
It was a shock to also learn that 
the average easterner was not a 
hard-hearted brandishcr of lien 
notes, but simply a person who 
asked a fair return on his hard- 
earned cash .... and who had 
never spent a January on the. 
prairies. 

That Strange Feeling 

This cast-versus-west feeling, 
conceived iu misunderstanding, 
has thrived on the crusts of eco- 
nomic distress! to grow into a 
strong, if unhealthy, emotion. The 
westerner has sought, and often- 
times found, more sympathy from 
his neighbor to the south, and 
strangely-accented cries of seces- 
sion have been heard from a no* 
hmger-golden west. 

Refrigerator car C.N. 20IUOU 
will servo a purpose, therefore, 
unthought of by those who sent 
it prairie-bound. In support of 
this is the statement made by au 
Aurora minister at a committee 
meeting of those who planned the 
shipment of the car. The minister 
has been in the drought-areas, lie 
has friends and relatives there. 
Ho has seen similar cars unloaded 

last year. He told the commit- 
tee: 

"I don't think there has been 
anything before that has fostered 
a better feeling of understanding 
between cast ami west. Thero is a 
completely changed attitude. This 
means much in our national and 
religious life."

TALKS ON SKVEN 

WOMEN OF BIBLE 

Last Thursday afternoon Mrs. 
Austin Haines of Sharon, dean- 
ery officer, gave an address at 
the October devotional and busi- 
ness meeting of St. Paul's W.A., 
taking as the subject of her talk 
"Seven Women of the New Testa- 
ment". She prefaced her remarks 
by reminding the members that 
it was seven devoted women who 
'met and organized the first 
[ women's auxiliary, the society 
that has accomplished so much 
.splendid missionary work in the 
Cmtrch of England in Canada. 

Mrs. Haines chose seven as 
prominent in missionary work in 
the early church, seven earnest 
church women. And they are 
Dorcas in Acts 9; Lydia in Acts 
10, Lois and Unice, the grand- 
mother and mother of Timothy, in 
the second book of Timothy, chap- 
ter one; I'riscilla and I'hebe in 
Ramans 10 f and again in Acts 18, 
i'riscilla and her husband, Aquila, 
being tent-makers, the same as 
St. Paul. And the last one was 
"the elected lady", to whom the 
second Kpistle General of St. 
John is written. 

It was an inspiring and help- 
ful address, and ihc members are 
very grateful to Mrs. Haines. On 
the last Thursday in October, the 
V/.A. hopes to pack a box of 
Christmas gifts for the needy 
settlers in the west, and also a 
bale of warm clothing. If any 
Interested person of whatever 
church has any discarded cloth- 
ing suitable for the bale, St. Paul's 
W.A. would be grateful for a 
contribution. They are also glad 
to tell all their friends that on 
Monday evening, Nov. 22, they 
hope to have a film of moving 
pictures of the coronation, in the 
parish hall. 
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Landing and runs on under other 
names to Hudson's Bay; it has 150 
years "of unbroken history. Every 
mile and every year is interesting. 
Although this great thoroughfare 
may now be best known across 
the continent by- the T.. Eaton and 
the Robert Simpson stores and by 
the Globe and Mail newspaper, 
I am going to pass over its more 
recent and familiar aspects and 
return to the half century be- 
tween the Revolutionary War 

and the Rebellion when- the 
foundations of Upper Canada 
were being laid. 

The real romance of Yonge 
Street lies there, in the days of 
the pioneers — Simcoe's regime, 
the War of 1812 and the Rebellion 
of 1837, the picturesque period 
when French traditions and the 
fur trade and the Indians were 
merging in the new life of a 
British province, when a new 
world was coming to birth in 
Upper Canada ana the principles 
ol self-government were begin- 
ning to no recognized. The choice 
of this epoch between the Ameri- 
can Revolution of 1703 and the 
Canadian Revolution of 1837 
would lead naturally to a dis- 
cussion of the Rebellion and its 
causes and results Yonge Si reel 
was the heart ,« the Rebellion 
but what I *• .ve to say will be 
concerned with simpler and less 
debatable matters. 

I shall assume that you are all 
familiar with Or. Scaddiug's ac- 
count of Yonge Street as it was 
75 years ago. Historians have 
added little to his engaging nar- 
rative except to correct a few 
obvious mistakes. IJr. Scadding, 
however, was a student at ht. 
John's College, Cambridge, in 
1837 and had little personal 
knowledge of what transpired be- 
fore the Rebellion. In addition he 
was somewhat hampered; allied 
as he was to tne Liberal party 
by his 

the Baldwin family he was a 
Conservative by conviction and 
the protege of Mrs. Simcoc; and 
as a clergyman of the Church of 
England he was under the eccle- 
siastical jurisdiction of Bishop 
Strachan. He was compelled to 
adopt a middle course, to which 
his scholarly instincts and gentle 
disposition would in any case 
have inclined him. He records no 
scandals in York, of which there 
weie many, ignores anything that 
was unpleasant, passes lightly 
over the Family Compact and the 
Rebellion, omits all mention of 
Lount and Matthews and' pays no 
tribute to Egerton Rycrson whose 
name deserves to be closely con- 
nected with the Yonge Street of 
that early period. In any case, 
in spite of his unique value as a 
contemporary recorder, there is 
much that Scadding did not know 
and was not in a position to dis- 
cover. The accumulation of maps 
and documents now available in 
the Ontario -and Federal archives 
has thrown a flood of light upon 
the early history of Toronto and 
Yonge Street and it is to this 
romantic and hitherto little 
known period that I invite your 
attention. 

It is now exactly 150 years 
(September 23rd) since Sir John 
Johnson at the Bay of Quint6 
purchased from the Missisauga 
Indians the ground on which the 
City of Toronto now stands, a 
block of land 14 by 28 miles form- 
ing the western part of the 



name Toronto descended by a 
natural process to Lake Ontario. 
Three trails led from the two 
branches of the Holland River 
southward to the mouth of the 
Rouge, the Don and the Humber. 
Till the arrival of Simcoe the 
most westerly of the Toronto 
trails was the one most com- 
monly known as the Toronto 
Portage or Carrying Place, a 
name applied also to that part 
of the route lying between Orillia 
and Matchedash. 

In the autumn of 1793, imme- 
diately after the founding of 
York, Simcoe explored the com- 
munication from Lake Ontario to 
Lake Huron. Leaving the mouth 
of the Humber on September 25, 
1793, he returned to York about 
3 o'clock on the afternoon* of 
October 14th. The trail which 
he followed on his return journey 
ran in a fairly straight line from 
the Holland Landing to the 
mouth of the Don. This route 
seemed to Simcoe, to possess de- 
cided advantages and he imme- 
diately decided to abandon the 
Toronto (Humber) Portage from 
the mouth of the Humber to the 
Western branch of the Holland 
River and to build his new road 
in a straight line from York to 
the Indian Landing which he 
now named Gwillimbury. 

The little party which explored 
the Yonge Street trail in the 
autumn of 1703 for the first time 
"onsisted of the familiar figure of 
the Governor, Lieutenant, after- 
wards Sir Robert Pilkington, 
Lieutenant, later Colonel Givins, 
lieutenant Uarling and Mr. 
Alexander Aitkin, the surveyor 
whose name is associated in so 
many ways with the early history 
of York and Yonge Street. In 
addition there weie three or four 
Rangers and one or two Indians; 
there was also a large Newfound- 
land dog. The parly had only 
enough provisions for two meals 
a day and the life of the big dog, 
"Jack Snap", was seriously 
menaced, 'the trail which they 
followed passed close to the point 
where we are now assembled. On 
the morning of the 13th of 
October, after a march of 4 miles, 
they had a meagre breakfast near 
Elgin Mills and on the 14th 
crossed the 3rd concession line, 
now Kglinton Avenue, Toronto, 
between Lots No. 20 and 21. And 
that is the fact which determined 
the present position of Yonge 
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County of York. The price paid 
for this valuable territory wan a 
few hundred dollnrn worth of 
trade goods — ammunition! tobacco 
and trinkets — which would seem 
toduy poor compensation for SO 
valuable a surrender. 

The object of this transaction 
was to secure land on hoth sides 
of the communication then 
known as the Toronto Carrying 
Place and extending from I*nkc 
Ontario to Matchedash on Luke 
Huron. The purchase was made 
in tlie interests and on the sug- 
gestion of the North West Com- 
puny, n powerful group of traders 
With headquarters in Montreal* 
who at that time rivalled the 
Hudson Buy Company, and u few 
years later ruled the interior of 
America from the Ottawa to the 
Pacific. The Chevalier Philippe 
de Hocheblave was especially 
active in uiging the commercial 
and military advantages of the 
Toronto route; ho himself made 
application for 1,<I0U acres on the 
sfle of the present City of To- 
ronto, including the island. The 
initial steps for developing the 
[Toronto route were taken in 17111 
immediately after the lieyolti- 
tionary War. 

Had not Governor Simcoe been 
so zealous to obliterate all traces 
of the French regime these facta 
might not have been forgotten. 
Had York remained Toronto and 
Yonge Street, the Toronto Port- 
age, the continuity of the regional 
history might not have been In- 
terrupted. 'Hie name Toronto! 
whatever its meaning, is the 
name given by the French to the 
Huron country between Lake 
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three original Toronto portages, 
crossed a surveyor's line at this 
point and wound its way devi- 
ously down to the mouth of the 
Don where Little York had re- 
cently been laid out but was still 
without inhabitants. And so be- 
gan the history of Yonge Street 
under British rule. 

Lieutenant Pilkington and 
Alexander Aitkin made maps of 
the route followed by His Kx- 
celler.cy. A photostat copy of 
Pilkinglon's map is on view in the 
club house. Simcoe without delay 
wrote to IJundas, the British Min- 
ister, describing the *wvmderful 
new route, and in December in- 
structions were issued to Augus- 
tus Jones, the deputy-surveyor, 
to run the line. The road was 
to begin at a post on Lake On- 
tario between- lots 20 and 21 and 
to end at the Indian Landing on 
the east branch of what Simcoe 
now called the Holland Kivcr in 
honor of Surveyor General Hol- 
land. Jones was instructed to use 
the maps prepared by Aitkin 
and Pilkington. The reason that 
Jones was employed was that 
Aitkin had gone down to Quebec 
on important business, the deed 
of the Toronto Purchase had 
been lost and Simcoe needed the 
original document. 

The name of Augustus Jones, 
which is associated with the 
beginning of Yonge Street and 
with many of the other surveys 
made in the earlier years of the 
province, deserves to be honored, 
A Welshman, trained in his 
profession in New York before 
the Revolutionary War, he had 
learned his art under Cad walla - 
iltiv Colden. It is to Augustus 
Jones' letters and reports that the 
local historian goes for a great 
variety of information. Very 
fortunately the field notes of the 
original survey of Yonge Street 
the winter of 1703 and 1701 
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Simcoe and the Georgian Buy. 
This region, once so populous, 
was visited by Champlaln in 1010, 
became the seat of Important 
Jesuit Missions unci was ravaged 
by the Iroquois from the Suite 
of New York in l(M0 and 14)50.

small party of Rangers assisted 
in this work. As the summer 
advanced, the threat of war with 
the Americans on the Miami, 
where General Wayne was fight- 
ing the Indians, compelled the 
temporary withdrawal of the 
Rangers from York. 

Governor Simcoe, anxious for 
the completion of the road, now 
made a contract with William 
Berczy to introduce settlers into 
Markham township and to com- 
plete the opening of Yonge 
Street. Berczy was to receive 
valuable lots at Thornhill as his 
reward. For a variety of reasons 
Berczy, with the aid of his Ger- 
mans, constructed only that 
portion of the road which ex- 
tends to the side road above 
Thornhill. But for the purposes 
of settlers further north there 
was always the Indian trail, and 
as soon as the lots 1 were marked 
they began to take up locations. 
It is said that the first settler was 
Asa Johnson, who took up land 
at lot No. 29 on the top of the 

hill south of Thornhill. 

It is interesting to note that all 
the land south of Kglinton 
Avenue in the city of Toronto 
had been distributed by Simcoe 
in 1703 to officials nnd friends 
even before York had any exist- 
ence, in an effort to form a local 
aristocracy closely bound to the 
Government, while the Yonge 
Street settlement on the other 
hand was open to all who would 
take the oath of allegiance. 
Yonge Street from its inception 
was much more democratic than 
York nnd with the exception of 
government officials, many- of 
those who first settled in the 
town of York removed later to 
Yonge Street, whose population 
soon outstripped that of the 
miniature capital. 

Every year the government 
sent a surveyor to report on pro- 
gress on Yonge Street. The in- 
habitants of York were anxious 
for the North West Company to 
use the route and the sooner the 
farms became productive the 
sooner that end might be attain- 
ed. In these brief reports are the 
names of the earliest pioneers 
with the acreage cleared and the 
building.* erected. By 1708 
.settlement had crept up to Aurora 
and by 1«02 all land was occupied 
to the hill above Holland Land- 
ing. 

Two groups of settlers deserve 
special notice. The Summit Golf 
Club where we are meeting today 
occupies ground originally paten- 
ted to French Royalists driven 
from France by the Revolution. 
Scarcely had Simcoe founded 
York in the summer of 17.W when 
the Abbe Dcsjardins arrived at 
York in the interest of the French 
emigres. It was only a short 
time before Jones' survey that 
news of the execution of Marie 
Antoinette had horrified the 
Silncoes. The Royalists under the 
Count de Puissage were estab- 
lished on the Ridges in 1708 by 
the administration of Peter Rus- 
sell. It was a miserable location. 
These sand hills, though excel- 
lent for golf, were unfavorable 
for ft&rieuiturc, nnd the Royalist 
settlement known as Wyndhani 
did not endure. Russell had 
motives of his own in placing the 
French nobles on Upper Yonge 
Street. Without n military- force 
and uncertain of the validity of 
• he land purchased from the 
Indians, alarmed, too, by 
Spanish threats on the Missi- 
ssippi, ho feared an Indian raid 
on York from the north and 
hoped that the Frenchmen might 
act as an effective harrier. Rus- 
sell even suggested to Governor 
Prescott the placing of cannon at 
suitable points between Lake 
Simcoe and York to be fired us 
warning in case of such an 
emergency. 

The settlement of Quakers 
from Vermont and Pennsylvania 
on North Yonge Street in UU>I 
ami 11102 Under Timothy- Rogers 
is also memorable. Rogers, said 
to have been the natural son of 
a llritish officer, was a man of 
energy and ability. The Quaker 
.settlement sontv became the most 
prosperous region in York County 
and travellers at an early dale 
began to compare its fertile fields 
and comfortable hornet to rural 
Kugland. Kveu today the motorist

To complete the picture of the 
pioneer road it should be remem- 
bered that oxen performed all the 
hard work and that long journeys 
on foot were customary with our 
sturdy ancestors. In winter, num- 
erous sleighs, travellers on snow- 
shoes and blanketed Indians on 
their way to York provided dis- 
traction for those who dwelt by 
the wayside. 

Once a year, in February, an 
express from distant St. Joseph's 
passed down Yonge Street to 
Utile York and returned by the 
same route a day or two later. 
The journey coming and going 
occupied a month. 

Of the festivities of this early 
period little need be said; an 
epoch of dancing and carousing 
was followed by a stricter period 
when the circuit riders began to 
make their influence felt and 
the religious excitement of camp 
meetings vied successfully with 
more worldly attraction. Among 
these early pioneers a spirit of 

brotherliness and cooperation 
prevailed. No doors were bolted 
and no passing stranger was re- 
fused entertainment. Where all 
must labor, the test of manhood 
was strength and industry and in 
tins rude environment as else- 
where in America a new spirit of 
democracy was born, a democracy 
which rested not on the philo- 
sophy of Rousseau and Tom Paine 
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a fervent devotion to Great 
Britain, an acquaintance with a 
large measure of individual free- 
dom in the New England States. 
American opinion ran freely 
through the back settlements 
long after the Revolution, It was 
at the head of Yonge Street that

easy, however, in this new world- 
hardship ar.xl unremitting toii 
there were for the men and 
harder toil and sterner hardship 
for the women. These early 
pioneers as they cleared the land, 
cowed thcnuelvcs for seed and 
u.iialever there is of good iiv York 
County represents the harvest of 
their sufferings, in 1609 and 
laiO an epidemic of typhus fever 
swept through the district and 
scarcely a family escaped. 

The War of 1812 brought glory 
and suffering to the pioneers of 



in 1822. Lount was the chief 
lieutenant of William Lyon Mac- 
kenzie and a man of wide influ- 
ence in Simcoe and York Coun- 
ties. He was executed for 
treason in the spring of 1838 
shortly before instruct tons ar- 
rived from England which would 
certainly have mitigated the 
sentence. Lount's house, the 
scene of many conferences in 
those troubled times, was still 
standing in 1914. It has since 
been burned.

Political freedom and repre- 
sentative government came with 
Lord Durham's Report and the 
whole conception of independent 
commonwealths within 
British Kmpire had its birth 
the recommendations of that 
great statesman.

colonists passed into the forests 
beyond. 

There were slill high hopes that 
tlie North West Company would 
at last employ this route and pour 
the wealth of their huge traffic 
through the little town of York. 
It* \Sm Urn village of Holland 
Landing came into existence, 
founded, owned and developed 
by the I hub Peter Kobimton. 
Prosnerous for a lime, Holland 
Landing sank into insignificance 
with the building of the railway 
in IttftX The North West Com. 
pan\\ after its struggle with Lord 
:u»lkirk and the Hudson's Hay 
Company, sank into insignificance 
ap;| never seriously employed the 
Yonge Street route; but pros- 
perity had already come with 
the rising flood of immigruium. 
Hy 1830, from end to end 
vonge Street was u settled road 
with prosperous farms and vil- 
lages scattered along its course. 
Churches and schools had been 
erected; n daily stage ran from 
York to Holland Lauding; gentle- 
men's residence.? nlreadv began 
to appear in the region 'immedi- 
ately north of York. In IVIM 
Yonge Street had been an isolated 
.settlement in tlie midst of a 
savage wilderness with no neigh- 
bours in a hundred miles. In 
Hi:JV, forty-three year* Inter. 
York County had already a large 
(Herniation ond the prosperity of 
the province was assured. 

And then came political unreal, 
Iho squahhk'M over the Clergy 
Itescrvcs; the scandals over dis- 
tribution of crown lands; the nib- 
deeds of the Family Compact nnd 
finally Rebellion. To those who 
wish to arrive at an unprejudiced 
view of these events may I com- 
mend two papers by Professor 
Chester Martin of tho University 
of Toronto and Professor Kred 
!«andoi> of Western University 
recently published in tlie trnna- 
nclloim of tho Canadian 1 Historical 
Society, Setting aside tho rights 
nnd wrong* of this unhappy 
Htnigtfle, which can only bo 
properly onvhrnucd ngnlnst tho 
background of llritish politic*! of 
tho period, lot us contemplate 
briefly tho port played by Yongo 
Street In the uprising.
